Indications: Lomotil is effective as adjunctive ther- 
apy in the management of diarrhea. 


Contraindications: In children less than 2 years, 
due to the decreased safety margin in younger age 
groups, and in patients who are jaundiced or hyper- 
sensitive to diphenoxylate HCI or atropine. 


Warnings: Use with special caution in young chil- 
dren, because of variable response, and with extreme 
caution in patients with cirrhosis and other ad- 
vanced hepatic disease or abnormal liver function 
tests, because of possible hepatic coma. Diphenoxy- 
late HCI may potentiate the action of barbiturates, 
tranquilizers and alcohol. In theory, the concurrent 
use with monoamine oxidase inhibitors could pre- 
cipitate hypertensive crisis. In severe dehydration 
or electrolyte imbalance, withhold Lomotil until cor- 
rective therapy has been initiated. 


Usage in pregnancy: Weigh the potential benefits 
against possible risks before using during preg- 
nancy, lactation or in women of childbearing age. 
Diphenoxylate HCI and atropine are secreted in the 
breast milk of nursing mothers. 


Precautions: Addiction (dependency) to diphenoxy- 
late HCI is theoretically possible at high dosage. Do 
not exceed recommended dosages. Administer with 


caution to patients receiving addicting drugs or | 
‘ known to be addiction prone or having a history of 


drug abuse. The subtherapeutic amount of atropine 
is added to discourage deliberate overdosage; 
strictly observe contraindications, warnings and pre- 
cautions for atropine; use with caution in children 
since signs of atropinism. may occur even with the 
recommended dosage. Use with care in patients with 
acute ulcerative colitis and discontinue use if ab- 
dominal distention or other symptoms develop. 


Adverse reactions: Atropine effects include dryness 
of skin and mucous membranes, flushing, — 
thermia, tachycardia and urinary retention. Other 
side effects with Lomotil include nausea, sedation, 
vomiting, swelling of the gums, abdominal discom- 
fort, respiratory depression, numbness of the ex- 
tremities, headache, dizziness, depression, malaise, 
drowsiness, coma, lethargy, anorexia, restlessness, 
euphoria, pruritus, angioneurotic edema, giant urti- 
Caria, paralytic ileus, and toxic megacolon. 


Dosage and administration: Lomotil is contraindi- 
cated in children less than 2 years old. Use only 
Lomotil liquid for children 2 to 12 years old. For ages 
2.to 5 years, 4 mi. (2 mg.) t.i.d.; 5 to 8 years, 4 ml. 
(2 mg.) q.i.d.; 8 to 12 years, 4 ml. (2 mg.) 5 times 
daily; adults, two tablets (5 mg.) t.i.d. to two tablets 
(5 mg.) q.i.d. or two regular teaspoonfuls (10 mi., 
5 mg.) q.i.d. Maintenance dosage may be as low as 
one fourth of the initial dosage. Make downward 
dosage adjustment as soon as initial symptoms are 
controlled. 


Overdosage: Keep the medication out of the reach 
of children since accidental overdosage may cause 
severe, even fatal, respiratory depression. Signs of 
overdosage include flushing, hyperthermia, tachy- 
cardia, lethargy or coma, hypotonic reflexes, nystag- 
mus, pinpoint pupils and respiratory depression 
which may occur 12 to 30 hours after overdose. Evac- 
uate stomach by lavage, establish a patent airway 
and, when necessary, assist respiration mechani- 
cally. A narcotic antagonist may be used in severe 
respiratory depression. Observation should extend 
over at least 48 hours. 


Dosage forms: Tablets, 2.5 mg. of diphenoxylate HCI 
with 0.025 mg. of atropine sulfate. Liquid, 2.5 mg. of 
diphenoxylate HCI and 0.025 mg. of atropine sulfate 
per 5 mi. A plastic dropper calibrated in increments 
of ¥2 mi. (total capacity, 2 ml.) accompanies each 
2-0z. bottle of Lomotil liquid.

INDICATIONS: Tigan is indicated for the , 


control of nausea and vomiting. 
CONTRAINDICATIONS: The injectable 
form of Tigan in children, the suppositories 
in premature or newborn infants, and use 
in patients with known hypersensitivity to 
trimethobenzamide are contraindicated. 
Since the suppositories contain benzo- 
caine they should not be. used in patients 
known to be sensitive -to this or similar 
local anesthetics. 

WARNINGS: Tigan may produce drowsi- 
ness. Patients should not operate motor 
vehicles or other dangerous machinery 
until their individual responses have been 
determined. Reye's Syndrome has been 
associated with the use -of Tigan and 
other drugs*% imcluding antiemetics, al- 
though their contribution, if any, to the 
Cause and course of’the disease hasnt 
been established. This syndrome is char- 
acterized by an abrupt onset shortly follow- 
ing a nonspecific febrile illness, with 
persistent severe vomiting, lethargy. irra- 
tional behavior, progressive encephalop- 
athy leading to coma, convulsions and 
death. 

Usage in Pregnancy: Trimethobenzamide 
hydrochloride was studied in reproduc- 
tion experiments in rats and rabbits and 
no teratogenicity was suggested. The only 
effects observed were an increased per- 
centage of embryonic resorptions or still- 
born pups in rats administered 20 mg and 
100 mg/kg and increased resorptions in 
rabbits receiving 100 mg/kg. In each study 
these adverse effects were attributed to 
one or two dams. The relevance:to hu- 


- mans is not known. Since there is no ad- . 


equate experience in pregnant or lactating 
women who have received this drug, 
safety in pregnancy or in nursing mothers 
has not been established. 

PRECAUTIONS: During the course of 
acute febrile illness. encephalitides, gas- 
troenteritis, dehydration and electrolyte 
imbalance, especially in children and the 
elderly or debilitated, CNS reactions such 
as opisthotonos, convulsions, coma and 
extrapyramidal symptoms have been re- 
ported with and without use of Tigan or 
other antiemetic agents. In such disorders 
caution should be exercised in administer- 
ing Tigan; particularly to patients who 
have recently received other CNS-acting 
agents (phenothiazines, barbiturates, bell- 
adonna derivatives). It is recommended 
that severe emesis should not be treated 
with an antiemetic drug alone; where pos- 
sible the cause of vomiting should be 
established. Primary emphasis should be 
directed toward the restoration of body 


fluids and electrolyte balance, the relief of - 


fever and relief of the causative disease 
process. Overhydration should be avoided 
since it may result in cerebral edema. 

The antiemetic effects of Tigan may 
render diagnosis more difficult in such 
conditions as appendicitis and obscure 
signs of toxicity due to overdosage of 
other drugs. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: There have 
‘been reports of hypersensitivity reactions 
and Parkinson-like symptoms. There have 
been instances of hypotension reported 
following parenteral administration to sur- 
gical patients. There have been reports of 
blood dyscrasias, blurring of vision, coma, 
convulsions, depression of mood, diar- 


rhea, disorientation, dizziness, drowsi-~ 


ness, headache, jaundice, muscle cramps 
and opisthotonos. If these occur, the ad- 
ministration of the drug should be discon- 
tinued. Allergic-type skin reactions have 
been observed: therefore, the drug should 
be discontinued at the first sign of sensiti- 
zation. While these symptoms will usually 
disappear spontaneously, symptomatic 
treatment may be indicated in Some cases.

Indications — Hypertension; edema of congestive heart failure, cirrho- 
sis of the liver and the nephrotic syndrome; idiopathic edema. Some pa- 
tients with malignant effusion may benefit from Aldactazide therapy. 

Contraindications— Acute renal insufficiency, bay age progressing im- 
pairment of the renal function. Anuria; sensitivity to thiazides or other 
sulfonamide-derived drugs. Probably contraindicated in acute or severe 
hepatic failure, 

larnings— combination drugs are not indicated for initial 
therapy of edema or hypertension. Edema or hypertension 
titrated to the individual patient. If the fixed combination represents t 
dosage so determined, its use may be more convenient in patient manage- 
ment. The treatment of hypertension and edema is not static, but must be 
reevaluated as conditions in each patient warrant. 

Potassium supplementation is recommended only in exceptional in- 
stances, but may be considered when a glucocorticoid is also given. 
Utilize normal dietary sources of potassium if possible when potassium 
ne agenda ag is necessary. If enteric-coated potassium is used be alert 
to the possible development of hemorrhagic, stenotic, ulcerated or per- 

forated small-bowel lesions; deaths have occurred. The possibility of 
exacerbation or activation of systemic !upus erythematosus by sulfona- 
mide derivatives, including thiazides, has been reported. 

Administer thiazides with caution to pregnant or lactating patients. 
‘Adverse reactions which may occur in the adult (hyperbilirubinemia, 
thrombocytopenia, altered carbohydrate metabolism, etc.) may possibly 
occur in the newborn, since thiazides cross the placental barrier and may 
also appear in breast milk. 

Precautions—Consider the possibility of fluid and electrolyte im- 
balance. Serum and urine electrolyte determinations are particularly 
important in patients with excessive vomiting or in those receiving fluids 
parenterally. Medications such as digitalis may also influence serum 
electrolytes. Warning signs of possible fluid and electrolyte imbalance 
are: dryness of the mouth, thirst, weakness, lethargy, drowsiness, rest- 
lessness, muscle pains, cramps or fatigue, hypotension, ent. tachy- 
cardia, gastrointestinal symptoms. Hypokalemia may develop with brisk 
diuresis in severe cirrhosis or during the concomitant use of glucocorti- 
coids or ACTH. Inadequate oral electrolyte intake contributes to hypoka- 
lemia. Hypokalemia may cause signs of digitalis intoxication with pre- 
viously tolerated doses of 

Give Aldactazide cautiously to patients with severe liver disease since 
thiazides can precipitate hepatic coma; discontinue if mental confusion 

increases. Consider also other factors that may precipitate hepatic coma, 
including blood in the gastrointestinal tract or preexistent potassium 
depletion. Reversible elevation of NPN and BUN may occur in some pa- 
tients receiving Aldactazide. The most common electrolyte disturbance is 
dilutional hyponatremia which requires appropriate corrective measures. 
A true low-salt syndrome is rare; discontinue Aldactazide and administer 
sodium for this condition. 

Although rare, the most potentially serious electrolyte disturbance is 
hyperkalemia; if this occurs discontinue Aldactazide and restrict potas- 
sium intake. Rarely, fatality due to hyperkalemia has been reported. 
Hyperkalemia is more likely to occur in severely ill patients with relatively 
small urine output or in patients receiving oe patient potassium; de- 
termine serum electrolytes frequently in suc tients. Consider the 
‘possibility of hyperuricemia or a decrease in aarance to glucose. 

Patients with severely resistant edema may have an increased diuretic 
response following'the addition of a potent glucocorticoid, such as 15 to 

O mg. of prednisone daily, to Aldactazide therapy. Supplemental potas- 
sium will usually be necessary in such patients and the usual precautions 

with are necessary. Use caution if regional or general 
anesthesia is necessary since Aldactazide reduces vascular responsiveness 
to norepinephrine in such patients. Thiazides may increase responsive- 
ness to tubocurarine. The antihypertensive effects of hydrochlorothiazide 
wy be enhanced in patients who have undergone sympathectomy. 

athologic changes in the parathyroid glands, with hypercalcemia and 
hypophosphatemia, have been observed in a few patients on prolonged 
thiazide therapy. 

Thiazides may increase serum PBI levels without signs of thyroid 
disturbance. 

Adverse Reactions reported with spironolactone use: Drowsiness and 
lethargy, mental confusion, diarrhea and other gastrointestinal symptoms, 
mild androgenic manifestations (including hirsutism, menstrual irregu- 
larity, deepening of the voice), gynecomastia, inability to achieve or to 
maintain erection, headache, maculopapular or erythematous cutaneous 
eruptions, urticaria, drug fever, ataxia. 

Adverse Reactions reported with thiazide use: purpura, thrombocy- 
topenia, leukopenia, agranulocytosis, gastrointestinal disorders (anorexia, 
nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, abdominal cramps), rash, pruritus, pares- 
thesia, acute pancreatitis, jaundice, dizziness, vertigo, headache, xan- 
thopsia, photosensitivity, urticaria, necrotizing angiitis, aplastic anemia, 
orthostatic hypotension, muscle spasm, weakness, restlessness. Reduce 
dosage or withdraw drug whenever adverse reactions are moderate or 
severe. 

Dosage and Administration— Dosage should be determined by indi- 
vidual titration. For essential hypertension the daily adult dosage is two to 
fourtablets in divided doses; continue treatment for two weeks or longer. 
Adjust the dosage according to the response of the patient. Reduce the 
dosage of other antihypertensive agents, early ganglionic blocking 
agents, by 50 percent since Aldactazide' potentiates the action of such 
drugs. For edema, ascites or effusion in adults the average dosage is one 
tablet 4 times daily; dosage may range from 1 to 8 tablets daily in divided 
doses. The daily dosa sage of Aldactazide in children should provide 0.75 to 
1.5 mg. of Aldactone” (spironolactone) per pound of body weight.
